During the debate on the financial 


question in Congress the President was 
accused of using the patronage at his 
disposal to influence Senators and 
^Representatives on the repeal of the 
Bullion Purchase act. Now the offices 
have been nearly all distributed, and 
the President has to roly on the friends 
whom he favored with patronage to in- 
fluence tariff legislation. Instead of 
sending a message to Congress giving 
reasons for adhering to the House bill, 
he writes a letter to Chairman Wilson, 
of the Ways and Means Committee, 
with permission to make it public, 
advising his friends to stand firm and 
not yield to the Senate. Senator Hill 
of New York, between whom and the 
President there has been a wide gap, 
commended his action on the floor of 
the Senate, and Senator Vest of Mis- 
souri congratulated Hill and the Presi- 
dent for having al last found a plat- 
form upon which both could stand. 


The Missouri Senator arraigned the 


President foi- hu interference with 
Congress. He a^kfd where he got the 
right to dictate to one House fo de- 
nounce the other. It' Uie President 
had the right to order his friends in 
Congress to stand firm, be had the 
right to send all his Cabinet Ministers 
to coerce members, as he had done dur- 
ing the fight over the repeal of the 
Sherman act. 


When the repeal bill was before Con- 


gress the Keoublican press of the 
country found no fault with the Presi- 
dent for giving offices for votes. Now 
some of these papers profess to be op- 
posed to the Wilson bil], and will 
doubtles-s berate the President, for 
interfering -with the Legislative l)e- 
pnrtment of thf> Government, showing 
that their praise or censure of the 
President's action depends altogether 
upon whose ox is gored. 


That Executive interference with the 


action of Congress on financial, reve- 
nue or any other measures, except so 
fai as his recommendations in mes- 
sages to that body may influence its 
action, is reprehensible, will not 
bd 


questioned by those who believe iu the 
principles of ou>' Government. 
The 


framera of the Constitution provided 
for three co-ordinate departments—the 
Legislative, Executive and Judicial. 
There is no reason \vhy the Executive 
should interfere with the Legislative 
Department any more than with the 
Judicial Department; yet the evidence 
that it does so is indisputable. It 
needs a Pennoyer in Congress to teach 
the President his duty.

CANDELABIA, July 16,1894. 


ED. JOUENAL:—The Enterprise does 


not seem to bo convinced that there 
was a Silver party in the State of Ne- 
vada in 1892, although I furnished it 
with a liberal extract from Mr. New- 
land's speech, delivered by him at the 
meeting in Carson City on the 12th of 
November, 1892, in proof -if it. 
The 


Enterprise takes the ground that "a 
man in order to hold an argument and 
give it any force must have some prin- 
ciple of fact or figures. J. G. has 
none." 


As facts "I gave the records in" the 


office of the Secretary of. State, and the 
statement of Mr. Newlands leferred to 
above. As figures, f'll give Mr. New- 
lauds and Mr. Wood burr, since both 
were running against each other for the 
same office, in which each cut a differ- 
ent figure. The hntu-pri^e may con- 
tend thut Mr. Woodburn " was not in 
it," but I know better for T saw and 
heard him when he delivered his cam- 
paign speech in this town. He &poke 
for the Republican nominees. 


The £nte>-pri!>e claims that Mr. New- 


lands is a Republican. DM the Repub- 
licans run t\\o candidates against each 
other in that campaign ? 
Did Mr. 


Newlands speak liko n Republican at 
the meeting in Carson referred to? 


Let me repeat some uf what the En- 


t?>pi in' refused to accept as argument 
in niy previous letter. Mr. Newlands 
said: 


"The Republican party, whose main 


purpose seemed to be to protect Ea&t. 
ern manufacturers, thought that the 
memories of the war and sentimental 
co7isideration& would hold tho Western 
State-i loyal to its organization. 
It 


neglected western interests; it was in 
favor of closing our silver mines and 
stopping the manufacture of money 
with a view to increasing the value of 
the accumulatpd stock of money of the 
East. 
The Silver party of Nevada, 


whose overwhelumiug victory we now 
celebrate, should hold the organization 
intact, its forces uu^iminished, until 
free coinage restores our predominant 
industry. To falter now would be to 
risk the loss of all we have gained.'' 


Did any of the Republican nominees 


or ollice-holders, or even plain Repub- 
lican voters express their views in the 
situation in that manner? I think if 
they would have been inconsistent; 
and so would Mr. Newlands have been 
if he were a Republican. If this be 
correct then I have proved my case by 
"argument." 


But there is still a point left on which 


the Enterprise dwelt in its reference to 
my late letter. It says: 


"We still assert, and it cannot be

COINING SILVEB, 


The Carson IMlnt to Kesume Work. 
The CM says John Daggetf, Superin- 


tendent of the Mint in San Francisco, 
has received orders trom the Secretary 
of the Treasury at Washington to coin 
an unlimited number of standard silver 
dollars until the end of the month, 
and during tha present money strin- 
gency to coin gold currency to the 
ordinary capacity of the mint. 


Similar instructions were also issued 


to mint authorities at Carson. City, 
New Orleans and Philadelphia and 
with their joint efforts it is quite safe 
to say that nearly $3,000,000 will be 
turned out by the first oE August. 
Tne silver to be first coined wiJl be 
blanks and ingots, of which there is 
said to bo sufficient in the mints of 
Sari Francisco and New Orleans alone 
to coin about $1,500,000. 


I)o Not Credit It. 


The members of the A. E. U. in Keno 


did not take any stock in the reports 
received last night of the strike being 
declared off. There are visiting mem- 
bers here from Wads worth and Truckee, 
one of the latter of whom came through 
from Sacramento yesterday morning, 
and they all agree that such an action 
cannot be taken by a Mediation Com- 
mittee, nor can a Committee order a 
strike. Under their laws the situation 
that calls for a strike or a settlement is 
carefully canvassed by a committee, 
who report the causes for warranting a 
strike, or the concessions to be made or 
conditions of a settlements to the head 
of a division or section, the matter is 
presented to local assemblies or lodges 
of the Railway Union and acted upon 
and a three-fourth vote carries the 
question. Each local head reports the 
action to the head of the division and 
he to the general head or committee. 
The order is then issued to strike or 
declare off, as the case may be. One 
lodge cannot, under the law, act inde- 
pendently of another, nor can a divis- 
ion, but the supreme head can order a 
certain section to take action indepen- 
dently of another section if the situa- 
tion demands it for the good of the 
Union. 


Considering this and if the organiza- 


tion is as thorough as the strikers 
claim, it is of little use to give credence 
to the contradictory rumors one hears, 
for when a settlement comes the mem- 
bers will likely know what the outcome 
is to be before outsiders.
